2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1 and 2 meet the criteria set out m PCT Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest an arrangement 
for the identification of apparel articles comprising a body of a button having a central hole in the encapsulation for passing an 
engineering plastic plug with a terminal circular flap, taken in combination with the other claimed features.
